McAdoo, Fleeing 
Frem Politics, 
Stops His Phone 


Man, Who May.Be Next 
President, Is in Com- 
plete Cobfinement at His 
Huntington Home, Re- 
fusing to Be Disturbed. 


Huntington, L. L, June 28.—This 
summer resort town is all a-Mutter 
over the presence of a man who 
may be the democratic party’s can- 
didate for the presidency, William 
G. McAdoo, who has quietly moved 
into the former home of William 
Faversham, the actor. 

“Close friends” of McAdoo, speak- 
ing with seeming authority, declar- 
ed him absolutely indifferent to the 
actions of the democratic conven- 
tion and said he would not become a 
candidate “under any circum- 
stances.” It was thought useless 
for the former secretary of the 
treasury himself to issue another 
denial of candidacy, however. 

It was said that in coming to 
Huntington McAdoo sought a much- 
needed rest and relief from public 
affairs. He is said to have no direct 
communication with San Francisco 
and to be getting his information 
from the papers. 

Watchman Stands Guard. © 

McAdoo has a telephone, but the 
bell is silenced by a handkerchief 
because@he has determined not to be 
bothere® by political doings. Out- 
side the gate in the hedge a bulky 
watchman, known far and wide on 
Long Island as “Ed,” stood guard 
in his informal uniform which lacks 
a coat. “Ed’s” right hip bulged with 
the outlines of a huge pistol. Aft- 
er considerable argument “Ed” con- 
sented to carry a message to Mc- 
Adoo, ceremoniously donning his 
coat for the occasion.

Auditorium, San Francisco, July 
28.—The democratic national con-

requiring it was a tax on interstate 
commerce in violation of the con- 
stitution of the United §tates. It 
was also claimed that the law vio- 
lated the state constitution provid- 
ing that,all taxes shall be uniform 
and ad yalorem. About $600,000 an- 
nually of the state’g revenue was 
hinging on the decision, as the prin- 
ciple involved applied to the sale 
of fertilizer tags as well as oil in- 
spection fees. 

It was not contended by the 
state’s attorneys that the state had 
a right to levy a tax on oil or gaso- 
line consigned to a Georgia con- 
sumer and received by him in the 
briginal package, but it was urged 
that the interstate commerce char- 
acter of the shipment ceased when 
the’ oil was stored or the original 
package broken for resale, Citing 
an opinion of the supreme court ig, 
the case of New Mexico against the 
Continental Oi} company, decided so 
recently as April 19 of this year, 
Judge Sibley says: 

“In the New Mexico case, as to 
the portion of the plaintiff's busi- 
ness that consisted in selling gaso- 
line at retail, though brought into 
the state of New Mexico from an- 
other state, it was said: ‘So long as 
there is no discrimination against 
the products of another state and 
none is shown from the mere fact 
that the gasoline is produced in’an- 
other state, the gasoline thus stored 
and dealt in is not beyond the tax- 
ing power of the state. Sales of the 
class mentioned would be a subject 
of taxation within the legitimate 
power of the state.’ 

Are Subject to Tax. 
“We accordingly hold that the im- 


are definitely stored within the 
state, or are resold there after 
breaking the original packages, are 
subject not only to inspection, but 
to the tax imposed so soon as the 
interstate transportation of them lis 


ended. 

“The fact that such oils must in- 
evitably meet the tax before they 
can be used c.herwise than for sale 
in original packages is not mate- 
rial. This is true cx all taxation. If 
there is no discrimination because 
of their being imported, tuey pass 
under the taxing power of the state, 
as under its protection, so soon as 
the? pass out of interstate com- 
merce by a sale or breaking of the 
original package, or by indefinite 
storage.”

Colby on Resolutions. 

The fact that Secretary Colby, 
an acknowledged admipistration 
spokesman, got a place on the sub- 
committee of nine, which will draft 
the platform, while William J. Bry- 
an did not get a place on the draft- 
ing committee, was pointed out as 
additional evidence that the admin- 
istration forces. Were in full con- 
trol. Secretary Colby admittedly 
will represent President Wilson's 
Views on the league of nations 
plank. 

Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, 
was unanimously recommended by 
the committee on permanent organ- 
ization tonight for the permanent 
chairmanship of the convention. 

Other temporary officers of the 
convention were recommended by 
the committee to continue their du- 
ties as permanent officers. 

Senator Robinson was placed in 
nomination by Mrs. W. A. McDugal, 
of Oklahoma, and his nomination 
was seconded by all the states and 
then made unanimous. 

The committee decided to recom- 
mend the addition of an associate 
Secretary of the convention to the 
list of officers and E. E. Britton, of 
North Carolina, private secretary to 
Secretary Daniels, was chosen for 
that office. 

At the opening of the session of 
the committee former Governor 
Ralston, of Indiana, was chosen 
chairman. 

No Opposition toe Glass. 

Senator Glass was unanimously 
elected chairman of the committee 
on resolutions when the commit- 
tee met for organization tonight. 
There was no opposition. Senator 
Walsh, of Montana, seconded Sena- 
tor Glass’ nomination for the chair- 
manship. 

The first test of strength proved 
the claim of the administration 
forces that they were in control 
of the situation, and they contend- 
ed it forecast further control in the 
framing of the platform. Senator 
Walsh was understood to have the 
backing of Wil§fam J. Bryan. 

Senator Walsh had beén urged 
for the chairmanship by a group 
headed by western delegations.

Of the peace treaty’s defeat in the 
senate, he said: “No blacker crime 
against civilization has ever sofled 
the pages of our history.” 

He characterized the republican 
platform as “reactionary and pro- 
vincial.” “Filled with premeditated 
sianders and vague promisas, it 
will be searched in vain for one 
constructive suggestion for the re- 
formation of the conditions which it 
criticizes and deplores,” he con- 
tinued. 

“The oppressed peoples of the 
earth will look to it in vain. It 
contains no message of hope for Ire- 
land; no word of mercy for Armenia; 
and it conceals a sword for Mex- 
ico. It is the work of men con- 
cerned more with material things 
than with human rights. It con- 
tains no thought, no purpose which 
can give impulse or thrill to those 
who love liberty and hope to make

Referring to congressional in- 
vestigations by “smelling commit- 
tees,” he said that over 80 inves- 
tigations have been made, over two 
million dollars wasted and “the re- 
sult has been to prove that it was 
the cleanest war ever fought in the 
history of civilzation.” 

“The republican party became so 
fixed in its incorrigible habit of 
conducting investigations that it 
finally turned to the fruitful task 
of investigating itself. They dis- 
covered fraud and graft and gross 
and inexcusable expenditures. The 
revelations disclose the fact that 
the meeting at Chicago was not a 
conventoin but an auction. The 
highest bidder, however did not get 
the prize. The publicity which 
overtook the proceedings frustrated 
the initial purpose. The Chicago 
convention left the democratic par- 
ty as the sole custodian of the 
honor of the country.”

The Clayton amend- 
ment to the Sherman anti-trust act 
was passed freeing American la- 
bor and taking it from the list of 
commodities. The Smith-Lever bill 
for the improvementgof agricu!- 
tural conditions was passed. A 
corrupt practices act was adopted. 
A well considered warehouse act 
was passed. Federal employment 
bureaus were created. Farm loas 
banks, postal savings banks and 
the federal reserve system were 3s- 
tablished. 

“The federal reserve system, 
passed over the opposition of the 
leaders of the republican party, en- 
abled America to withstand the 
strain of war without shock or 
panic and ultimately made our 
country the greatest creditor na- 
tion of the world.” 

Turning to the record of the e- 
publican congress since 1918, Mr. 
Cummings said it was “barren of 
achievement, shameless in waste of 
time and money ,and without par- 
allel tor its incompetencies, fail- 
ures and repudiations.” sige 

President Wilson’s two appeals 
before congress for legislation deal- 
ing with profiteering, reduction of 
taxation, aid for soldiers and laws 
to improve relations of capital and 
labor were ignored, he declared, 
and “after a year of sterile debate 
our country has neither peace nor 
reconstruction.” 


Attacks on Wilson, 


He dwelt particularly on attacks 
made upon.-the president. Malice 
followed him to the peace table, he 
said, and wide spread propaganda 
made it imperative when he return- 
ed from Paris to “make a strug- 
gle for that which had been won 
at incalculable cost. This meant 
wreck of health, sickness _ for 
months on a bed of pain; and 
worse, the sickness of heart which 
comes from the knowledge that po- 
litical adversaries are savagely de- 
stroying not merely the work of 
men’s hands, but the world’s hope 
of settled peace. This was the af- 
fliction—this the crucifixion.” 

“ir. Cummings continued that in 
one sense “it is quite immaterial 
what people say about the presi- 
dent. Nothing we can say can add 
or detract from the fame that will 
flow down the unending channels 
of history.” 

He cited the republican and pro- 
gressive platforms of 1916 as part 
of the record placing this .coun- 
try in favor of the league of na- 
tions. 

“The republican platform con- 
tains a vague premise to establish 
another or a different form.of as- 
sociation,” he asid. “There is no 
mental dishonesty more transpar- 
ent than that which expresses feal- 
ty to a league of nations while op- 
posing the only league that exists 
or is ever apt to exist. 

“What nations stand outside? 
Revolutionary Mexico, bolshevist 
Russia, unspeakable Turkey and— 
the United States. 

“Tt is not yet too late. Let us 
stahd with the forces of civiliza- 
tion. The choice is plain. It is be- 
tween the democratic party’s sup- 
port of the league of nations, with 
its program of peace, disarmament 
and world fraternity, and the re- 
publican party’s platform of repu- 
diation, provincialism, militarism 
and world chaos.”

We decline to 
compromise our principles or pawt 
our immortal souls for selfish pur- 
We do not turn our backs 
upon the history of the last three 
years. We seek no avenue of re- 
treat. We insist that the forwar: 
course is the only righteous course. 

“We seek to re-establish the 
fruits of victory, to reinstate the 
good faith of our country and to 
restore it to its rightful place 
among the nations of the eart’. 
Our cause constitutes a@ summons 
to duty. The heart of America 
stirs again. The ancient faith re- 
vives. The immortal part of man 
speaks for us. The services of the 
past, the sacrifices of war, the hope 
of the future, constitute a spir- 
itual force gathering about our 
banners. We shall release again 
the checked forces of civilization 
and America shall take up once 
more the leadership of the world.

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Shows Crying Needs of State 


Urging that the general assem- 
bly find some means of placing 
upon the tax books the great un- 
taxed resources of the state, the 
report of the budget and efficiency 
commission, which was submitted to 
both houses gesterday, without mak- 
ing many specific recommendations 
on account of the condition of the 
treasury, presents in the strongest 
possible language the crying needs 
of the various state institutions. 
On this subject it says: 

“Necessity demands that you 
make increased app?opriations to 
some of our present institutions 
with the higher prices demanded 
for labor and suppliés of all kinds, 
it is absolutely impossible, for in- 
stance, for the state sanitarium to 
carry on its work without a large 
increase in tts maintenance funds. 
The same thing is true with regard 
to the university and its various 
branches. Our youth are aroused 
as never before to the necessity for 
an education and the stafe cannot 
lag behind in the provision for this 
need. Now buildings must be pro- 
vided ahd the diminished value of 
the dollar must be made good in 
the salaries of the instructors. The 
School of Technology is crowded to 
its doors. The South Georgia Nor- 
mal at Valdosta finds itself unable 
to complete new building at the 
previous estimate. The Georgia 
Normal and Industrial at Milledge- 
ville is filled to its doors. The 
North Georgia Agricultural college 
at Dahlonega wishes additiona] 
help. The parent institution at 
Athens, with no dormitories built 
for years, is especially insistent that 
one be provided for the young 
women..” 

For immediate relief the commis- 
sion recommends the temporary di- 
version of the $1,798,039.56, collect- 
ed under the motor vehicle law for 
highway construction, to the germ 
eral expenses of the state in accord- 
ance with bills already drawn by 
the attorney general and offered in 
the house by Chairman Carswell, ef 
the appropriations committee, who 
is ex-officio member of the budget 
commission. 

“This money is paid into the 
treasury,” the report says, “at the 
very time in the spring of the year 
when it is depleted after payment 
of pensions to confederate veterans. 
It does not seem: business-like for 
the state to borrow funds, or to 
be unable to pay its just debts 
when it has on hand a large amount 
of money waiting until it is needed 
by the highway commission. The 
recommendation is made therefore 
that measures be introduced allow- 
ing the use temporarily of this 
money untii needed for the purpose 
for which it was secured. We rec- 


ommend legislation therefore au- 
thorizing the employment of the

highway fands each year until they 
are needed by that department.” 


Change in Tax System. 

The commission points out that 
the additional revenue requisite for 
the state could be secured by in- 
creasing the tax rate, but adds that 
this ae be unnecessary provided 
the legislature changes the tax syas- 
tem to reach intangible or hidden 
property. 

In calling attention to its work 
of last year and the approval which 
it elicited from the legislature, the 
press and the people generally, the 
commission takes the opportunity to 
criticise the state senate, which, it 
will be remembered, added many 
appropriations to the house bill and 
shaved down the house schedule of 
licenses for automobiles 25 per cent. 
The report says. 

“That was the nearest approach to 
a carefully planned budget that the 
State has ever had, and we hope that 
it will lead to the complete establish- 
ment of the budget system, with a 
State auditor for this commonwealth. 
It @nabled the house of representa- 
tives to pass the appropriations biil 
at an earlier date, and to transmit 
it to the senate with more thoroug! 
knowledge than ever before. If this 
Same good fortune had attended 
the bill in the senate and throughout 
the closing days af the session, the 
finances of the state would be in 
much better condition today.” 

The present financial condition 
of the state is presented as follows: 
Treasury Without Funds. 

“The opening of the legislatuive 
session of 1920 finds the state treas- 
ury without funds. The governor 
has exhausted his borrowing limit 


, of half a million dollars. On the date 


this report ig written, there is in the 
treasury cash to the amount of 
$29,485.17. Warrants have been pre- 
sented to the treasurer for payment 
to the amount of $129,566.07. These 
are the more pressing of the bills 
due; in addition, warrants have been 
requested for nearly this much more, 
and represent debts due in accord- 
ance with appropriations. made by 
the gen.ral assembly last eyar.” 

The commission calls attention to 
the muddle that arose in reference 
‘tothe state printer, the conflicting 
opinions of two attorneys general 
on the subject, and the failure to 
provide an appropriation to pay the 
Salary of the state superintendent 
of printing and the expenses of his 
office, A suitable maintenance 
fund for this dtpartment, which, the 
report says, has been efficientiy ad- 
ministered by C. M. Methvin and his 
successor, P. T. McCutcheon, is urged 
as a necessity. 

The report recommends a censor- 
ship for moving pictures, the surplus 
fees therefrom to go to the mainte- 
nance of the Georgia library com- 
mission to promote is work in estab- 
lishing free circulating libraries in 
each county. 

The action of the legislature last 
vear in setting aside 50 per cent of 
the state’s income for common schools 
is commended, and the suggestion 
is made that it would be just as 
wise for the legislature to fix a 
definite percentage of its income for 
the maintenance of its eleemosynary. 
educational, corrective and charita- 
ble work. The establishment of an 
additional agricultural high school 
for negroes, to be located near the 
center of the state, is recommended 
as an act of justice to the colored 
population.

A SAFE VACATION—46. 
IVY POISONING. 

Poison ivy and poison oak are 
found along fences in the country, 
as low erect plants or trailing 
shrubs, being distinguished by their 
leaves, which are invariably divided 
into three separate leaflets, and by 
their fruits, which are smooth, 
whitish or waxy, and resembling 
mistletoe berries. In different lo- 
calities these poisonous plants are 
called poison ivy, poison oak, picry, 
climbing or trailing sumac, mer- 


cury and poison vine. 

Susceptible persons should smear 
the exposed parts of the skin with 
lather preferably, or with vaseline 
or cold cream’ before going near 
poison ivy. The skifi' should be re- 
eatedly rinsed with soapy water 
mmediately after or as soon as 
possible after exposure to poison 
ivy. The water so used contains 
minute amounts of the poisonous 
element and must be carefully dis- 
osed of. Clothing, also, may har- 
»0r considerable of the poison and 
should be entirely changed. 

An excellent dressing for the 
first aid treatment of the skin in- 
flammation of ivy poisoning con- 
sists of large gauze or muslin com- 
presses kept constantly wet with 
soapy water, Or with a solution of a 
handful of saleratus in a basin of 
water. These alKalis neutralize the 
acid irritant. 

For the relief of the itching of 
ivy poisoning, or .the itching of a 
skin in inflammation from any 
cause, calamine wash is famous: 

Powdered calamine ...4 drams 

Zine oxide drams 

Glycerin drams 

oo: ar drams 

Lime water ounces 

Phenol (5 per cent) ..2 ounces 
This should be well agitated and 
patted on with the hand as often 
as desired. 

Blisters in ivy poisoning, unlike 
the blisters of. burns, should be 
opened early and often, by punc- 
ture with a flamed or soaped 
needle, and the contents pressed out 
on a clean towel and carefully Kept 
from contact with sound skin, for 
the serum or fiuid also contains the 
poisonous substance. The same 
alkaline moist compresses should 
be kept on after opening the blis- 
ters. When the inflammation 
passes its high point, then a dress- 
ing of freshly prepared zinc oxide 
ointment may be used. 

Nnmerous methods of immuniza- 
tion against ivy poisoning are 
known. Some people venture to eat 
occasionally some of the poison ivy 
leaves in the spring and believe they 
thereby gain immunity which lasts 
through that season. This may be 
all right. I do not recommend it. 
It is better, perhaps, to take in- 
ternally, early in the season, minute 
and gradually increasing doses of a 
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quire immunity which will endure 
at least through the summer. Dr. J. 
F. Schamberg, a dermatologist who 
has studied the problem, recom- 
mends a formula such ag this: 

Tincture (10 per cent of 

Toxicodendron 
Glycerin 
Syrup of orange, enough to 

make 3 ounces 
Of this, take after each meal, in 
half a glassful of water, one drop, 
increasing by one drop each succes- 
sive dose, until 21 drops are taken 
,at the end of a week. After that 
‘take one teaspoonful once a day for 
/a& week, and two doses each suc- 
ceeding week throughout the sea- 
son. 

This has also proved beneficial in 
eases of chronic dermatitis (skin in- 
flammation) persisting for years 
after ivy poisoning.

In the New York aeiegation some- 
thing approaching a fist fight ac- 
pattied the demonstration when 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, assistant 
Secretary of the navy, took up the 
standard to join the demonstration, 
a several other New York dele- 
tes sought to prevent him. A 
policeman mixed in the scramble, in 
which flew fists and prospects of 
bloody noses seemed imminent. Mr. 
Roosevelt triumphed, however, with- 
fout any damage being done to any- 
body, and marched off bearing New 


York’s standard into the d = 
tion for the president, Be Rae: 
Echoes of the Storm. 

It was long before order could 
be restored. Even when Vice Chair- 
man Kremer had launched upon his 
Speech, echoes of the storm still 
jurked in the air. He was repeated- 
ly interrupted by the clamor 
proval that greeted every thrust at 
the republican party or at any ref- 
erence to President Wlson. 

When Chairman Homer S. Cum- 
mings, of the national committee, 
had been elected temporary chair- 
man and escorted to the platform, 
they finally hushed and prepared to 
listen with close attention to his 
keynote address. Delegates ex- 
pected something to cheer at. 
were in the mood for it, and they 
were not disappointed. 

Mr. Cummings began in a quiet 
voice. A few shouts of “louder” 
came from far back in the hall, but 
he had not proceeded far before the 
great throong was so still that every 
syllable was carried to the highest 
galleries. It ..as a long speech. Mr. 
Cummings suggested that to his 
hearers, but cries of “go on,” “take 
your time,” met him. He drove his 
poitns home hard, and his audience 
was alert to ca pthem with shouted 
approval. At one point he chided 
the Chicago platform of the repub- 
licans because it contained, he said, 
no word of hope for Ireland, no mer- 
cy for Armenia and because it “eon- 
cealed a sword” for Mexico. 

Back among the alternates, a 
woman leaped to her feet at the 
mention of Ireland, shouting hys- 
terically something about “British 
tyranny in Ireland.” 

“That’s the answer: we're not 
members of the league,” Chairman 
Cummings called back at her. but 
even ag he spoke, the sergeants-at- 
arms were moving down to prevent 
further interruption, and delegates, 
intent on their chairman’s arraign- 
ment of republican policies, shouted, 
“Sit down.” 

Masterpiece of Evasion. 

When Mr. Cummings characterized 
the Chicago paltform a masterpiece 
of evasion, ashout greeted the at- 
tack, and a moment later, when he 
declared that the “old guard” had 
sold the honor of the nation at Chi- 
cago to name a reactionary candi- 
date,” it grew into a roar punctu- 
atedw ith cries of “Go to it,” ‘H'‘it 
"em again,” “That's the stuff.” 

The chairman went through the 
history of the league from the first 
of it in diplomatic corre- 
spondence before the United States 
entered the war to the second refus- 
al of the senate to ratify the treaty 
that contains it. He quoted utter- 
ances of Senator Lodge and the late 
President Roosevelt as saying that 
Some concert of powers must be 
formed. He said the last of the four- 
teen points enunciated by Presi- 
dent Wilson had contained prec- 
tically the language of Article 10 
of the covenant and that no word 
has been raised then against it. 
“The real trouble with the treaty,” 
Mr. Cummings said, “is that it was 
negotiated by a democrat.” Uproar- 
ious applause welcomed the jibe. 
When the chairman called the roll 
of nations already in the league and 
asked the delegates if they wanted 
to hear also of neutral states that 
had or were about to join, shouts of 
“tell us’’ answered him. Nation by 
nation, he named them, and then 
asked if the Gelegates wished to 
know what nations had not joined 
the league. Cries of “yes, yes, tell 
us,” came from all parts of the 
floor. 

“Revolutionary Mexico, bolshevist 
Russia, unspeakable Turkey and— 
the United States of America,” he 
answered. 

A roar swept the hall that took 
minutes to quiet. 

When Mr. Cummings concluded 
there remained but routine business 
to be done and it was rushed 
through without incident and ad- 
journment taken until tomorrow 
afternoon. 

In Memory of Ollie James. 

When the convention adjourned it 
was on motion of Gavin McNabb, 
of San Francisco, who moved that 
the adjournment be as a mark of 
respect and appreciation of the late 
Senator James, of Kentucky, who 
presided over the Baltimore and St. 
Louis conventions which nominated 
President Wilson. The convention 
assembles again at 1 p. m. tomor- 
row. 

Virtually no further business 
will be done until the committees 
are ready to report. All of them 
held meetings today and all except 
the resolutions committee expected 
to finish its work by tomorrow. 

Fight over prohibition, the league 
of nations and Ireland, however, 
promised to prolong the task of 
Writing the platform in the resolu- 
tions committee and some of the 
members thought it might not be 
able to report for three days. 

It was a full hour late when the 
delegates settled “own to hear Vice 
Chairman Kremer’s opening speecn, 
presenting National Chairman Ho- 
mer 8S. Cummingges as temporary 
chairman of the convention. 

After the prayer c.meé the taking 
of the official photograph. Vice 
Chairman Kremer then began his 
address. 

On motion of Fred B. Lynch, of 
Minnesota, the recommendations for 
the temporary oreanization, in- 
cluding Mr. Cummings as temporary 
chairman, were adopted without dis- 
sent. Mr. Cummings got a demon- 
stration when he marched to the 
platform between a cross fire of 
motion picture machines. 

The Crowd Came Early. 

Twelve o’clock noon was fixed for 
the opening, but hours before ticket 
holders, gathered in the spacious 
building, which, for the occasion, 
Seats more than 12,000 persons. 
Those who did not hold tickets were 
barred from approaching the main 
entrance by fences hidden by a 
screen of California evergreens. 

Decorations of the e¢onvention ha}l 
were simple and tasteful with the 
Stars and Stripes as the dominant 
feature of the beautiful display. 

The, séats of the 1,092 delegates 
were compactly assembled close to 
the platform and stretched almost 
across the width of the hall. Here 
and there stood the state and ferri- 
torial standards, made of California 


redwood, showing the locations of 


the delegations. Directly ~ behind 
were the seats of the alternates and 
all about them in almost perfect 
circle were places for more than 
ten thousand other persons. 

With the exception of a patriotic 
touch given at the start by the pre- 
senting of the colors by a detach- 
ment of marines, the opening pre- 
liminaries were not unlike those of 
prior conventions. The outstanding 
feature on the program was the 
keynote speech understood to have 
the approval of President Wilson. 


Delegates Trail Inte Hall. 


Thirty minutes before the hour 
set for the opening of the conven- 
tion, the brass band beside the or- 
gan loft was blaring popular airs 
and the delegates were beginning to 
trail into the hall. They stood about 
in groups discussing candidates and 
issues. None of the convention of- 
ficials or leaders had arrived at 
that hour and the’ expectation was 
that as is the case with all conven- 
tions it probably would be late in 
starting. A supply of California 
redwood gavels made from the cel- 
ebrated buris of the redwood trees 
were brought to the platform for 
use. Official photographers and 
movie men were busy looking for 
notables with little success. Wom- 
en composed a great part of the 
spectators in the visitors’ galleries. 
The song leaders also were on the 
job erriv all primed with mate- 
rial. Political parodies on pnopular 
airs. printed on leaflets were scat- 
tered amone the delerates ard vis- 
itors.

Do We Go From Here?” all were 
supplied with words of political 
meaning predicting democratic har- 
mony in the convention and victory 
at the election. Banners, flowers 
and California fruits were al:

Completely~refitted for the con- 
vention the great auditorium pre- 
sented a fine picture of neatness 
and polish unusual in convention 
halis. The big dome Which hith- 
erto had been. a handicap to acous- 
tics was cut off with a new false 
ceiling of drab colored canvas dec- 
orated in blaek and white figures 
like an overgrown fancy parasol. 


The seats and gallery floors were 
in drab and there was only enough 
of flags and bunting to complete 
the harmony of the scene without 
a touch of gaudiness. 

A system of telephonic mega- 
phones was in place to carry out 
the voices of the speakers. 

A great gold decorated and high- 
backed velvet arm chair placed near 
the front of the stage accentuated 
ine eathedral impression. 

It was explained that the chair 
was meant for the chairm-- but 
it looked as though it had been 
built for a potentate. 

Delegates who were working for 
planks they hoped to have incor- 
porated in the platform were at 
work early distributing literature 
among the delegates. The leaflets 
and cards related to the cause of 
Irish freedom and other questions 
which are being presented to the 
resolutions committee. 
| The band swung into a medley 
of national airs, and when it struck

shy Palmer Men Sing. 

The Palmer men from Pennsyl- 
vania enlivened the proceedings be- 
tween the band seléctions with a 
chorus of songs. Some of the at- 
torney general’s supporters in an- 
other part of the hall responded 
with a roaring P-a-l-m-e-r. 

Exactly at 12 o’clock, the hour 
at which the convention was called 
to convene, the color guard of ma- 
rines detailed: to take part in the 
opening ceremonies, lined up_ be- 
hind the chairman's table. There 
were bugiers, a color bearer and 
two sergeant-at-arms, armed with 
service rifles, and their dress uni- 
forms added another pretty touca 
of color. 

Bainbridge Colby, secretary of 
state, the administration floor lead- 
er, arrived promptly at noon and 
took his seat with the District of 
Columbia délegation. 

The Palmer delegation seemed to 
be monopolizing the preliminary 
demonstration. 

Every few minutes a new song 
for Palmer would burst out from 
some part of the hall where a group 
waved Palmer flags and pennants.

Great Demonstration Begins. 

Just before 12:30 Vice Chairman 
Bruce Kremer of the democratic 
national committee got into posi- 
tion at the desk and made an at- 
tempt to call the convention to or- 
der. Immediately the shrill clear 
notes of the marines’ bugle rang 
out through the hall and the band 
swung into the Star Spangled Ban- 
ner. 

A tremendous American flag roll- 
ed up high t@ the ceiling was un- 
loosed and r@led down in back of 
the speakers’ platform. 

The great audience joined in the 
rolling, throbbing of notes the na- 
tional anthem. 

As the singing was concluded, the 
flag was rolled up, disclosing an 
immense portrait of President Wil- 
son and then began a great demon- 
stration that continued for many 
minutes. 

More attempts at order and more 
ear-smashing whacks of the gave} 
brought only more eheers.

WOMEN DELEGATES 
CLASH OVER LEAGUE 


San Francisco, June 28.—A decla- 
ration of Mis&S Laura Clay, a de- 
scendant of Henry Clay.and a dele- 
gate from Kentucky, that Chairman 
Cummings’ speech should not be 
indorsed tonight threw a caucus of 
women delegates into an uproar. 
Eventually the speech was indorsed. 

All seemed serene in the meeting 
and the chairman’s speech was be- 
ing complimented highly when Miss 
Clay suddenly arose and launched 
an attack on the league of nations 
portion of the address. 

“Tt counsel you to go slow,” 
said with great emphasis. “We 
never should indorse a speech for 
the league of nations without 
reservations. i strongly favor 
them.” 

Immediately prominent women 
delegates hurriedly “counseled 
among themselves as to the adyisa- 
bilitv ‘of answering Miss Clay on 
the floor, but it was decided to say 
nothing then. The sneech was for- 
mally indorsed, and later Mrs. Kel- 
logg Fairbank, of Chicago; Mrs.

Mrs. Beverly B. Munford, of Rich- 
mond, Va., and Mrs. Kate Tren- 
holm Abrams, of South Carolina, is- 
sued statements warmly approving 
the speech. 

“Not since Abraham Lincoln’s day 
has there been so distinguished an 
expression of_so exalted an ideal,” 
Mrs. Fairbank declared. 


DELAWARE POPULATION 
ANNOUNCED AS 223,003 


Washington, June 28.—Delaware, 
first state whose total population 
has been announced in the four- 
teenth census, had a growth of 2v,- 
681, or 10.2 per cent, in the last ten 
years, making its total population 
223,003, the-census bureau reported 
today. In the ten years - ending 
witi#® 1910 Delaware increased 17,587 
or 9.5 per cent, with a total pep- 
ulation of 202,322. 

Newcastle county, containing 
more than half the population of 
\the state, had an increase of 25,051 
or 20.3 per cent, while the other 
two counties showed decreases, Wil- 
mington, largest city in the state, 
made up 22,757 of the increase in 
Newcastle county and jumped into 
the cities of the 100.000 class, with 
a total population of 119,168. an in- 
crease of 26.0 per cent over 1910. 

Ten years ago Delaware was for- 
ty-seventh in population among the 
states with about 56,000 more per- 
sons than Wyoming and about 121,- 
000 ~more than Nevada, the two 
states with the smallest populations.

Oklahoma City, Okla., 91,258; in- 
crease. 27,053, or 42.1 per cent.

“That heterogeneous mass prom- 
ulgated a remarkable document— 
remarkable in the fact that it is 
a masterly exemplification of the 
art of evasion. Not content with 
the direct insult to the intelligence 
of the progressive elements wrong- 
ly placed in their ranks, “they once 
more surrendgred the control of 
their party to the old forces of re- 
action and nbminated a leader of 
that dynasty of dollars, against 
whose influence the common peo- 
ple rebelled until the great move- 
ment of progressivism drove it 
from power and installed in its stead 
a party truly representative of the 
people. / 

“In marked contrast to the! gath- 
ering of the opposition, we have 
met today to deal with living issues 
and to advise’ the people of Amer- 
ica and of the world of democracy's 
stand upon the questions of the 
hour. It is with justifiable confi- 
dence that Wwe approach the im- 
portant work of presenting a plat- 
form and naming a candidate, for 
we offer to America an assurance 
based on achlevement. We present 
a pledge founded on performance. 

G. O. P. Weuld Turn Backward. 

“The republican party would turn 
backward, unmindful of the hopes 
and aspirations of forward-looking

San Francisco, June 28.—In the 
face of “gag-rule” charges, the New 
York delegation to the democratic 
convention today adopted a resolu- 
tion urging a national platform 
plank for modification of the Vol- 
stead act to permit use of light 
wines and beer in the home. 

The resolution Was introduced by 
Norman E, Mack, national commit- 
teeman, and was supported by Miss 
Elizabeth Marbury, a delegate-at-.

19, a trained nurse, who died from 
taking bichloride of mercury. The 
mother and sister of the dead girl 
swore that she had, on her death 
bed, told them that Taylor had given 
her bichloride tablets, and that she 
took them. he having told her that 
they would relieve a delicate con- 
dition in which she found herself. 

She lived five days after taking 
the poison, Taylor was first ar- 
rested charged with seduction, and 
after the girl's death the charge was 
chanred to murder. He is confined 
to jail and will make application 
for bond Wednesday before Judge 
Wright. 


Negro Who Escaped 
From U.S. Pen Here 
Wounded in Battle 


Washington, June 28.—Shot 
through the leg, Thurman Brown, a 
negro who escaped from the Fed- 
eral penitentiary at Atlanta June 1, 
was being hunted today in the 
woods south of Washington. He 
was wounded yesterday in a pistol 
duel with two detectives while on 
his way to visit a woman relative. 

Information that he intended en- 
tering the city and that he- would 
kill the first officer who attempted 
to arrest him had been received by 
the police. who established a cor- 
don of men about the house he was 
expected to visit. His encounter 
with the two detectives occurred a 
short distance from where the larg- 
er force was waiting. 

Brown's wound left a trail of 
blood, but was no tserious enough 
to prevent him from outrunning the 
detectives.

Former Secretary Wants 
Unions to Fight United- 
ly Against Re-establish- 
ment of Reaction. 


New York, June 28.—A _ letter 
written by Willixm G. McAdoo, in 
which he appeals to all laber or- 
ganizatioms to exert themselves “en- 
ergetically, intelligently and unit- 
edly against the re-establishment 
of reaction in America,” was made 
public tonight.
